sense will prevail. 

“ Whatever our views are we can- 
not countenance separation. We can 
no more countenance the tearing up of 
the United Kingdom than America 
could countenance the tearing up of 
the United States. Severance would 
lead in Ireland itself to civil war.

“If southern Ireland is not satis- 
filed with freedom, then I fear all 
hope of accommodation must be aban- 
doned. We only want to do what is 
fair, right; and just. if has 
ja right to separation, ‘has Scot- 
land and #0 has Wales, st no Welsh 
or Scotch patriot’: would ever 
demanding separation.

FIRM —LASKER 


Hits Men He Took 9 
Vessels From. 


New York, Aug. 27.—Charges that 

the United States Mail Steamship com- 

pany had diverted through prior uses 
$1,200,000 obtained from immigrants 
were made today by Chairman Lasker 
of the shipping board after the govern- 
ment had regained possession of nine 
ships originaly cnartered by the com- 
pany. 

Mr. Lasker announced that, with the 
vessels restored to the board by court 
order, they would be operated by a spe- 
cial committee until the board decided 
whether to sell them or charter them 
to another company. 

He declared that the $1,200,000 rep- 
resented advance money collected from 
immigrants for passage, hotel expenses, 
railroad fares and immigration head 
taxes, and that decision tempo¥arily 
to operate the vessels as a patriotic 
service was reached because “the gov- 
ernment feels that it could not permit 
fraud and hardships to be worked on 
thousands of immigrants.’ Diversion 
of the funds, he asserted, was an “ un- 
conscionable act.” 

Fight Began Last Month. 

The fight for possession of the nine 
vessels has been in progress since they 
were: seized by the board last month 
on the ground of nonpayment of rent- 
al. The company temporarily regained 
possession of the ships through injunc- 
tion proceedings, but when the case 
came up today before Federal Judge 
Manton he ordered receivers for the 
company, appointed after the seizure, 
to return the craft to the board. The 
receivers requested that the decree be 
Assued and informed the court that 
they intended to dispose of the com- 
pany’s assets for the benefit of cred- 
itors.

OVER PEACE WITH 


Old Good Will.

BERLIN, Aug. 27.—“ It is a happy 
event for us that Germany has once 
more arrived at a state of peace with 


America,” said President Ebert of the 
German republic today in an exclu-. 
sive interview granted to THE CHI- 
CAGO TRIBUNE on the subject of the 
signing of the peace treaty between 
the two nations. . 

“Germany and America in peace 
maintained close and important eco- 
nomic relations and communications 
which became especially lively through 
numerous bonds of kinship and friend- 
ship created by the large neneaiuaar 


of Germans to America. 


Want Bonds Kenewed. 
‘“ We hope that these vital economic | 
and personal bonds will again resume . 
their former magnitude and that they | 
will contribute to the welfare of both | 
great nations- Whatever can be accom: | 
plished by the German goverment and | 
myself personally to attain this object | 
will be fulfilled.” 
In his interview President Ebert, 
who will go down in fame and story 
in Germany as the first president of 
the republic, came out of a long retire- 
ment and expressed his unquestionabie 
confidence in the security of the Ger- 
man republic. 
Democracy Only Hope. 
With few preliminary comments and 
without reservation he answered sim-. 
ply and directly all the questions put 
to him.. Outlining the growth and de-, 


. velopment of the democratic repub- 


lican spirit, he said: | 

“ Following our military breakdown, : 
the German people, with comparatively 
few exceptions, counted on a demo- 
cratic government as the only hope for | 
a bearable peace and the possibility of | 
saving Germany. 

“We accepted the armistice on the 
basis of President Wilson’s fourteen 
points, but. the peace treaty following 
the armistice was a great disappoint- 
ment to Germans of all classes and a 
blow to democracy. Reaction, which ' 
for a long time was afraid to raise 
its head, came into the open again,’ 
taking advantage of all the Uifficulties | 
placed in the path of the young repub- | 
lic by the peace treaty. 

“The reactionaries are trying to 
make the present Gemocratic system. 


ment responsible for all of Germany's 
difficulties. Nevertheless, at the pres- 
ent time, the great majority of people, 
from the workers to the middle classes, 
unquestionably favor the republic.” 

Replying to my question as to what 
was his estimate of the most valuable 
accomplishments of the German repub- 
lic, President Ebert said:

COMING BACK?

There is nothing afloat today, not even an America 

_ Cup winner, that could give the esthetic thrill of 

ipper under full sail. As for speed, only a 

relatively few steam driven ships surpass even 

todky the fastest of the clippers, which sometimes 
rat 860 knots in twenty-four hours. 


The sailing ship gave way to the steamer be- 
cause the latter was more reliable as to runs and 

not hung up by calms or slowed down so much 
by head winds and gales, and finally could be oper- 
ated in larger units. So it has been assumed that 
the, sailing ship has been displaced forever. It

most ocean freight is carried by the steam 
driven vessel. 

But now there is talk of the revival of the 
sailing ship as a carrier. The Suez and the Pan- 
ama canals have shortened the world routes ma- 
terially, coal is becoming a more expensive fuel, 
and oll is not cheap.

Diesel engine, steel wire running gear, and elec- 
tricity for lighting and heating. American ships 
have been operating with as many as seven masts 
and the use of power would permit the operation 
of large units with a comparatively small crew. 

In long voyages, carrying freight from the far 
east to America and Europe, such ships would 
make good time and would be cheaper to operate 
than the coal burner. The problem is not a simple 
one, but it is by no means improbable that com- 
merce can make ‘profitable use once more of the 
cheap power supplied by nature in the great trade 
winds. The fore-and-after will never match the 
beauty of the square rigged clipper, but with the 
aid of auxiliary machinery it can be made safer 
and far more comfortable. In such case men of 
the white races may be more willing to follow the 
sea than they have been sinee modern industry 
has made it possible to live on terra firma with 
the aid of good wages. Something at least of the 
old charm of the sailing ship may yet be recov- 
ered for the romantic and without a return of 
the miseries and dangers of the: older sea dog’s 
existence.

FOR MEDICINE FANS. 
T the last meeting of the Southern 


Medical association Dr. J. D. Love 


of Jacksonville talked turkey to 
the doctors from all parts of the 
southern states. 


His theme was overdosing the patients. 


He said patients would get well quicker . 


and more often if given'less medicine. 
First, he discussed quinine. 


Those with malaria as a rule do not get 
enough quinine, while those with ether 
complaints get far too much. Once a 
patient is known to have malaria he 
should get plenty of quinine until the 
attack is broken and then enough each 
day until cure is complete. But patients 


-with other complaints should not have 


their stomachs upset and their nervous 


systems shot to pieces by taking a medi- 


cine which they do not need and which 
does them no good. 

Next he tackled calomel of the firm 
of David and Jonathan— quinine and 
calomel. In nine cases out of ten when 
calomel! is given it does more harm than 


good. It has few advantages over other: 


purgatives and it upsets the stomach, 
causes nausea and vomiting in cases 
where it is advisable that the stomach 
be quiet. It raises cain generally. 


Next he discussed opium'as a remedy 
for diarrheea.’. As a rule, diarrhea is a 
self-limited disease. It gets well some- 
what promptly if the patient will take 
nothing and do nothing. It is a symptom 
and the rule is that it is serving a good 
purpose, Diarrhea. mixtures, cholera

Whenever glands are found enlarged an | 


effort should be made to remove the 
cause. If enlarged neck glands are due 
rinking milk from tuberculous cows, 
where is the sense in giving iodides and 
continuing the use of the milk? 

Next comes the use of digitalis and 
caffein in acute Bright's. If it is desir- 
able to stimulate the kidneys nothing 
equals drinking a few glasses of water. 

When a doctor is consulted about 
ordinary cough he examines ‘the chest 
and prescribes a cough medfeine con- 
taining expectorants or sedatives, or 
both. The cough will get well just as 
quickly and his patient will miss fewer 
meals if he will leave off the cough 
medicine, 

It is customary in all cases of heart 
trouble of every sort and kind to give 
digitalis.

Next comes the use of digitalis and 
caffein in acute Bright's.

When a doctor is consulted about an

CHILD LABOR. 

Chicago, Aug. 21.—[To the Legal 
Friend of the People. ]—Would you kindly 
investigate the lawfulness of employing 
a girl 12 years of age? 

The family residing below us is employ- 
ing a child of 12 years to do all house 
cleaning, scrubbing, washing, and in ad-. 
dition to that this little girl must take 
care of two children. The young tot 
works from morning until late at night, 
which seems unreasonable, and I think 
some law should prevail to forbid this.

Section 1 of the 1921 revision of the child 
labor law provides that ‘“‘no minor shall be 
allowed to work,.more than eight hours in 
any one day nor more than six days in any 
one week,” but since the main portion of the 
section applies to designated employments 
only, not including domestic labor, it is not 
clear that the proviso above quoted is in- 
tended to have a general application. Sec- 
tion 9. provides similar limits for persons 
under 16 years in “gainful occupations,” 
and it is not clear whether the adjective ap- 
plies to the employer or employé. It seems 
probable that the state factory inspector 
would construe the wording as applying to 


your facts.

BLAINE 
BADGER STATE 


Answers Protests on the 
Organization. 


Madison, Wizs., 
made by Gov. Blaine today in a letter 
to Mayor Daniel W. Hoan of Milwau- 
kee, that if the Ku Kiux Klan in Wis- 
consin, “or its membership, violated 
the law, the entire power of thé state 
will be used to protect the people in 


their liberty ahd their security.’{ 


‘The governor has received a petition 
signed by a large number of Milwau- 
kee citizens and another signed by Maj. 
J. G. Joachim of Kenosha, in which it 


is urged that he use his influerice to. 


prevent the organization of the Klan in 
Wisconsin. 

“With such a record as ‘the Ku Klux 
Klan had during the period following 
the civil war, and steeped in crime as 
the Klan was, do you think that any 
liberty loving, law abiding sensible cit- 


izen of Wisconsin ‘te going to join an 
order that is alleged to be a counter- 
part of the Klan of rebel days, if in 
fact it is?” the governor says in his 
letter. “I cannot engage in the pre- 
sumption that the Klan will engage 
in vidlence or crime. I must indulge 
them the same presumption under our 
constitution that is granted others. 

“ However, permit me to say that as 
governor, I must. make the pledge that, 
if its membership Violates the law the 
entire power of the state will be used 
to protect the people in their liberty 
and their security.

York, Aug. 27-—Seven victims 
of the aerial tragedy at Morgantown, 
Md., last May weregkilled in an illegit- 
imate “ propagan ight,” President 
Henry Woodhouse e Aerial League 
of America charg n a report to At- 
torney General Daugherty tonight.

‘“The flights,” Woodhouse charged, 
“were arranged by agents of a clique 
of aircraft manufacturers, at govern- 
ment expense, to spread propaganda in 
congress to obtain support for schemes 
to get larger aeronautic appropriations 
and retard grand jury investigation of 
apparent frauds in army aircraft con- 
tracts.” 

Woodhouse presented his report as 
part of an investigation requested by 
the department of justice into the de- 


struction of government airplanes and

This announcement followed ‘the 
news that F. Bowden De Forest, presi- 
dent of the concern, and Edgar A 
Jonas, its secretary-treasurer, had 
visited the offices of the collector of in- 
ternal revenue in the federal building 
and left behind thém a check for $9,700 
to cover the government tax on sales. 
made during the pier exposition.

The bill is designed especially to pro- 
vide capital instead of credit for agri- 
eyitural production. Every witness 
who-has thas far appeared for the 
measure has emphasized the danger of 
substituting credit for capital in the 
ananéing of agricultural enterprise. 

The timé. required for agricultural 
reproduction is too long, and where bad 
banking practice is employed the credit 
stream becomes clogged, thus precipi- 
tating financial crises such as have 
occurred recently. 

Provisions of Bill. 

’ The MeFadden-Kenyon bill proposes 
to create two corporations, a rural 
credit society with a central bank, 
forty-eight branches, one for each 
state, and any number of community 
associations composed of farmers, and 
one multiple insurance league, both by 
te federal charters. 

The multiple insurance charter is 
broad and liberal, authorizing the cor- 
gration to insure against any contin- 
gency, just as is provided by the char- 
rs Of many of the British insurance 
companies, some of which have ope- 
rated more than two centuries. It is 
proposed to induce one of the big life 
insurance companies to accept this fed- 
eral multiple insurance charter and 
surrender its state charter. 

The multiple insurance league is to 
serve two purposes. First, to furnish 
sound and cheap multiple insurance to 
the members of the credit society, as a 
security for credit, and second, to be- 
come a guarantor of the credit soci- 
ety itself by furnishing the capital for 
its branches aggregating $2,400,000, 
electing its auditors, who would in- 
spect the credit society and hold one 
of the keys to its securities vaults.

COBLENZ, Aug. 27.—Reports that 
the American forces in Germany Are 
to be recalled as soon as the senate 
ratifies the treaty of peace spread like 
wildfire in the Coblenz area, provok- 
ing general dissatisfaction in all ranks. 

For a long time to the members of 
the Rhine forces the strongest disci- 
plinary measure possible was to be 
sent home for infractions of rules. A 
high state of discipline and order has 
been maintained since delinquents have 
been shipped back to the United States. 
Only men of the highest and cleanest 
records are included in the drafts sent 
to Coblenz as replacements. 

It has been rumored so often to 
the Americans that they were to be 
withdrawn from the Rhine‘ that to- 
day’s report did not arouse much cre- 
dence. It was realized by some, how- 
ever, that because of the signing of 
péace with Germany there might be 
some foundation for an accurate re- 
port and certain popular leaders among 
the men stated their intentions of 
drawing up round robins addressed 
to the senators urging that the Amer- 
ican forces be permitted to remain on 
the Rhine. 

The German civilian population re- 


ing that they will lose the trade of the 
well paid Americans and afraid that 
the Yanks might be replaced with 
French troops. 

Berlin’s Aid. 

A number of leading German citizens 
have announced their intention of peti- 
tioning the Berlin government, de- 
manding that Wilhelmstrasse officially 
request the state department to main- 
tain the American troops on the Rhine 
so long as the occupation lasts. 

The principal reason why the Amer- 
ican soldiers desire to remain on the 
Rhine is high wages, as every dollar 
purchases ninety-eight marks andthe 
American authorities keep prices of 

and food regulated. The next 
most important reason is that there is 
prohibition at home, whereas on the 
Rhine they can enjoy beer and wines 
and can afford to buy choice French 
champagnes. 

Another factor is that many soldiers 
have married German girls, others are 
engaged, and all have sweethearts. 
They enjoy good billets, have excellent 
food and are enabled to make interest- 
ing trips on their furloughs—to Paris, . 
London, Berlin, Rome, Monte Carlo 
and Brussels. 

‘The officers find Coblenz attractive, 
most of them having automobiles at 


their disposal, or are able to buy or 


rent motor cars. The finest accommo- 
dations are available in the best hotels, 
servants are cheap, and Weisbadén 
with its casino and gaming rooms is 
only a few hours away by motor. 

The welfare workers-—Y. M. C. A., 
Red Cross, Salvation Army,, and 
Knights of Columbus—all sympathize 
with the soldiers, they preferring to 
remain in Coblenz. 

“Don’t Want to Go Home.” 

“We do not want to go home,” sang 
a big crowd of doughboys at the Y. M. 
C. A. house this afternoon, paraphras- 
ing an old war song.

National Figure in Sport. 

Gar has become a national figure in 
amateur sport during the last three 
or four years. When only 13 he rana 
motor boat for the government at 
Duluth, and learned a lot about en- 
gines. -He loved the water, and when 
he could afford it he bought a small 
launch. When Gar was married he 
and his wife spent their honeymoon 
on a little cruiser of the chug-chug va- 
riety. Mrs. Wood, by the way, is as 
good a sportsman on the water as her 
husband, and she can drive a cruiser or 
a speedboat at a record clip on salt 
water or fresh, with the best cf the 
skippers.

WHERE DO THE WALE EYES GO? 
ERNON L. .PHILLEY, Valpa- 
raiso, Ind., writes: “Your ar- 
ticle about wall eyes, so com- 
plimentary to that gentleman, 
forces me to take up the wall eye sit- 


vation in Flint lake in Porter county,

caught accidentally or without special | 


preparation for the catch. 

“The last one I saw I picked up in 
July, 1915. He had attempted to swal- 
low a blue gill, probably seven inches 


long. The blue gill became lodged in. 
his’ mouth and as he could neither 
swallow or disgorge his early breakfast 
he drowned or choked to death, which- 


ever one’s verdict might be. 


“Flint lake was stocked with these 


fish probably twenty or twenty-five 
years ago’ The Indiana fiSh and game 
conservation authorities do not stock 
lakes with wall eyes, I informed, 
although they put them in rivers.

Depressing news from the northwest 
and strengthening factors from the 
east dominated the action of the grain 
markets. Prices declined early only 
to advance in the last hour, when early 
sellers became active buyers and made 
a fairly strong close with net gains 
of 1% @1%c on wheat, while corn was 
unchanged to %c lower, oats %@%*%c 
higher, and rye 4@%*%c better than 
finish. 

In the face of bearish conditions and 
opinions among the general run of 
traders the export buying of wheat and 
corn proved sufficient to carry prices 
higher. At the last wheat was 6%(97%c, 
corn 1%@2%c, eats 15@2c, rye 1%@2k%c, 
and barley 2%4c higher. Provisions fin- 
ished with pork 10c higher, while gains 
on lard were 42%.@67%e and short ribs 
22%0 higher than a week ago.

“Con” Ligo, ‘Carnival 
Pitchman, Indulges in 
a Backward Look 


“gyp” carnival is gradually fading 
away, like many of the honored insti- 
tutions of the past. A few “outfits” 

still travel the county seats, but year after 
year even the rural public, educated by 
movies, by newspapers, by magazines, by 
steam, and by gasoline, “gets next” to itself 
and to the shabby, papier maché fakes, 
pierces the cheap grease-paint with its awak- 
ening eyes, and instructs its village council- 
men to bar the “ big show” next summer. 


The words “ carnival” and “ carniverous ” 
spring from the same root, and they don’t 
spring far. Most amusement enterprises and 
entertainment projects are primarily based 
on the sale of laughter, or joy, or distrac- 
tion, and from that basis the promoters and 
operators later radiate out into specialized 
and refined methods of graft, profiteering, 
and scalping. But the carnival is in its in- 


ception a scheme to pillage, to plunder, and 


to pilfer, and such attractions only as are 
necessary to bait the net and save its face 


as amusement are added as needed impedi- 


menta and incidental expense. 

Carnival camps are mostly composed of 
that great class of demi-criminal riff raff be- 
tween decent people and highwaymen. Their 
flocks shade off both ways, some members 


‘a leaning toward honesty enough to be vir- 


tually clean and guilty only ‘of knowingly 
lending their services and aid to a parcel of 
crooks whom they know to be crooks, others 
slanting into crime more flagrant than even 
most carnival managements encourage as a 
rule, But in the main the workers and hood- 
lums and swillbox skimmers, with a con- 
tempt for orderly people and an abiding idea 
that they are wise and the honest world is a 
school of fish. 


Carnival companies take on extravagant 


titles, and are usually billed as mammoth, or- 


giant, or at least great. They move on 
wagons and auto trucks, the bodies thereof 
glaringly painted in red and gold, each bear- 
ing the name of its chief inhabitant, such 
as “Milly, the Wild Girl,” “Tarzo, the Hu- 
man Chimp,” “ Kyri and Her Oriental Harem 
Belles,” “The Siamese Triplets,” “Pyro, the 
Fire Eating Monarch,” “ Rosetta, Queen of 
the Deadly Reptiles,” etc. — 3 
An “outfit” sends several advance men to 
‘arrange for permits on the public squares, to 
plaster the environs with shrieking and lying 
posters, to scatter shrieking and lying “ her- 
alds,” to “slip” the sheriffs, and to clear the 
roads for the incoming of the pack of thieves 


- and slum rats on thé way to mulct the 


“ stand,” to insult its girls, to bootleg rotten 


‘liquor, to lure rednecks by flashes of men- 


dacious dancing on a “free” platform into 
a tent to be bilked with tame cavorting, to 
pick pockets, to sell brass watches for gold, 
to short change rustics at the wagon win- 
dows, to “clean the burg and blow.” 


The owner of a carnival takes little risk. 


He lets out “ concessions.” A concession may 


be the right to peddle popcorn, to pick pock- 
ets, to loot outlying cottages while the whole 
population and the constable and the sheriff 
have concentrated downtown, to exhibit 


freaks, to ballyhoo side shows, to auction 


fake jewelry, to push browned wood alcohol. 

Thé owner takes a percentage of the gross 
receipts of everybody, and pays for “salv- 
ing” officials, advertising, and the band 
In addition 
to his “bit” of every dollar taken in and 
every article stolen, if he be wise and bold 
and@ if he be in prime territory, he may even 
get subsidies, for frequently the local hotel 
men, restaurateurs, garageurs, merchants, 
and dealers will “give up” to a project cer- 
‘tain to @raw into town the solid population 
of a circle of thirty miles’ radius. _ 

Carnival people usually.start young and 
live their lives in the game. They say it has 
a fascination that is next to unbreakable. 


It is a bitter life, even when circumstances 


are comparatively smooth. The travel is- 


bratally hard and uncomfortable, the food 
is touch apd go, the society is divided be- 
tween off color colleagues and bucolic aliens, 
the toil is egregious in setting up, and taking 


working the shows and the grifts 


‘tetween, and there is always the danger of 
arrest or assault. Carnival crews are 


“tough,” and it takes a goodly sized com-— 


munity, mobilized and united, to storm u 
handful of oiganized pitch men, crooked 
gamblers, roustabouts, and pug uglies drilled 
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and practiced in warding off indignant mobs. 
When danger appears the first man who sees 
it raises the cry, “Hey, Rube,” the call to 
arms since times immemorial of this tribe, 
and bristling, armed concentration follows 
with amazing speed at the storm point. 
Fair and carnival companies are numer- 
ous, sometimes comprising as many as 600 
people. A fair idea of what one of these 
caravans Carries may be had from the herald 
of one of them, typical of the larger class 


shows, which promises, in addition to the 


loaded dice throwers and the purse snatch- 
ers, which it does not mention, tr . following: 


Band of forty, complete wild west exhibit, 
trained horse fair, Hawaiian carnival, musi- 
cal comedy, wonderland of freaks, colored 
minstrel revue, a sorceress,‘a Coney Island, 
South Sea Islanders, auto maniacs who flirt 
with- death, six dare devil girl motorcycle 
racers and wonder riders, a series of dozen 
dips and rides and wheels, army airplanes, 
fighting lions, sirens of the sea, bowling, 
candy novelties, a dozen different doll novel- 
ties, paddle games, teddy bears, hootchy 
kootehy dancers, diving belles, leaping gray: 
hounds, Arabian tumblers, armless wonders, 
and clowns. 

This gang sets up a “Midway” for its 

side shows, an aerodrome amphitheater with 
a huge wooden saucer track for its motor- 
cycle and auto fakes—with the airplane land- 
ing and rising point in its center—and scat- 
ters its other movable theaters, tents, ‘me- 
nageries, hippodromes, and collapsible build- 
ings over a large area. 
: Whatever happens to a country town that 
lets one of these bands in, it is quite fair to 
say that the town deserves it. Not one of 
them ever leaves without an aftermath or 
vice, and crime, and shame, and the com- 
munity feels hang dog and peeved for months 
‘to come. But when spring again rears it 
head, there is always the keen temptation to 
repeat, whatever the expense, that gay and 
giddy period with music and noise, with 
strangers and gatherings, with lights and 
miracles, with its spectacular arrival and its 
triumphant departure, and its cleanup. So, 
while many centers have long put thumbs 
down against this horde of freebooters and 
vandals, many still “ fall "—and beg and even 
pay to be “taken” again and once more. 


“Con” Ligo was one of the oldest of the 
pitchmen. He had startedeas'a child, when 
he had run away from his uncle’s farm, 
dazzled by the blaze and the biare of a shabby 
one night, dozen wagon organization. He 
had worked through as a teamster, as a 
setter up, as a faker in the band (though he 
could not play), and in time had become a 
concessionaire, living from hand to pocket 
and hand to mouth as the manager of dog 
faced girls, bathing beauties of the Nile, lady 
boxers and wrestlers, glass bead eyed fuzzy 
dogs, salt water taffy, doughnuts fresh from 
the patent machine, boscos, tarzans, moth 
eaten lions, toothless tigers, made up zebras, 
patent medicines containing seventy per cent 
alcohol, useless fountain pens, surprise pack- 
ages, condemned peanuts, mind readers, six 
karat watches, five karat link bracelets, mer- 
maids, two headed giants, mummies, wheels 
(Ferris, paddle, and roulette), seventh sons, 
Maoris, glass blowers, seeteny galleries, and 
ice cream cones. 


He had toured the byways of the iadieanit: 
He had fought and he had swindled; he had 
bled and he had bled others; he had put up 
and he had taken down; he had come, and 
he had seen, and he had gane, and he had 
gone on; he had starved, and he had lived on 
the fat of temporary riches, and he had 
known 
tremens, to the water wagon, to pro- 
hibition; he had loved and he had de- 
ceived; he had been loved and been deceived; 
he had done his stretch in the calaboose and 
he had dined with a governor; he had fleeced 
yokels and been turned inside out by phony 
stock promoters, he had seen a million wide 
eyed boobs and he had been them; he was @ 
wise bird and a bleating lambkin; he had won 
on marked cards dnd dropped his winnings 
against doctored dice; he had burned up his 
youth, and lived out his middle age, and sen- 
tenced himself to the precarious, and the pe- 
nurious, and the pusillanimous but irresis- 
tible old age in the grip of the mesmerism of 
this dirty, dizzy, dazzling trade. 

There were times, between the strébses of 
travel, the presses of making the. raucous 
camps, the feverish business of stringing and 
singeing saps, the dismantling of the hollow 
and unholy mirage, the getaway and the

“jump,” when Con Ligo thought, Thinking 
is not regarded as necessary with carnivals, 
except such mental operations as is directly 
applied to the processes of “the work.” But 
Con, while he would scarcely have bragged 
about it, did think in flashes and at rare in- 
tervals. 

Sometimes he thought he was and had 
been “all wrong "—but. he might as well have 


been @ “lifer” behind the steel bars set in- 


concrete, for he was helpless to emancipate 
himself from it. . 
Sometimes he thought that he—yes, Con 
Ligo, the grizzled mountebank, the cheap 
bunco steerer, the noncommissioned officer 
in the ranks of the rank guerillas, the

Sometimes he envied the feeble minded 


but exasperatingly respectable husbandmen 
who flocked with open mouths and unguard- 
ed half dollars to gape at the bedizening car- 
nival counterfeits, to cast eager yet sheepish 
eyes at the tawdry and scrawny “ Dancing 
Girls of Damascus,” to buy with trembling 
yet resistless hands the varied gold bricks 
of his commerce. 


He would not have yielded that he ever 
viewed them with less than the fine con- 
tempt.of the petty pettifogger for the up- 
right taxpayer. It wo have cost him 
caste among his fellows. It would have lost 
him his own opinion of himself. But some- 
times he could not help thinking—-some- 
times. 


He had neither child nor kin, neither 


home nor house, neither hope of heaven nor 


hereafter on earth. He was a citizen of 
nowhere, a resident of the same place, dis- 
franchised, unmissed. 


- This season he was boss of the “ Dancing | 


Girls of Damascus,” three chambermaids of 
long life and luminous lineage in carnival- 
dom. Their home and workshop was a long, 
gaudy box on the chassis of a chain driven 
truck. For road purposes it closed up like 
an ambulance, with the door in the rear, 


For exhibition purposes its side opened and 


made a platform upon which Con Ligo, 
dressed in soiled white flannels, .“ spieled,” 
calling attention to the “marvelous aggrega- 
tion of Hindoo houris, lured from the inner 
harem of a sheik, transported amid incred- 
ible perils to the United States, now offering 
this shocking series of unbridled native 
dances never before seen by eyes of Cau- 
casians "—etc. 


After his “lecture” the trio of spavined 
females would come from within to kick up 
a few significant but slightly restrained gy- 
rations on the platform, when Con would 
call: “The big show will now commence in 
the big tent.

Within, upon the dirty burlap flooring, a 
‘smoky Yazoo -City deckhand, wearing a 
greasy turban, sat cross legged and blew 
discordant breaths into a Hindoo reed and 
cudgeled a home-made tomtom, to the tor- 
tured measure of which the three chromos, 
now divested of their ragged shawls to the 
conventional apparel of Midway dancers, 
threw a few ungraceful contortions and, be- 
fore the huddled hayseeds had found time to 
say “ B’gosh,” Con had his head in the tent, 
calling: “The performance is now over. 
Patrons will kindly pass through the rear.” 


A minute later he was back again on the 
platform, and three minutes later another 
parcel of corn shuckers was entering the 
tent. And so it went. 


Saturday nights were the big nights. Ev- 
ery night was busy, but Saturdays were al- 
ways booked in the more promising towns, 
for it is a tradition of the business that the 
scattered business of the week pays expenses 
and Saturday nights are the “velvet.”

One of those ‘Saturday nights had just

ing. (The “ play” is not the show—it is the 
patronage.) Con and his Miss pi River 
Hindoo and his three Damascus divinities 
had worked like beavers, had rushed the 
victims through, had garnered the usual 
Saturday night shekels, and had “ doused” 
the lights at 10, as per agreement with the 
city council.

HAVE illustrated many different 
styled houses in these columns in 
order to offer the readers as great 

a variety of suggestions as possible 
ne to best serve all requirements and 
tastes. In line with this policy a house 
of unusual design is being illustrated 

this week. 

This house may, offhand, appear 

gomewhat foreign to many sections of 
this country, but it possesses extreme- 
wy interesting features of plan and 


design. 
While illustrated on a rather spa- 
suburban lot, it is a house that 
could be built on a restricted and 
shallow city lot, such as 
gro to be found in many sections of 
midwestern cities. The front of this 
‘house could be built quite close to th 
_gitewalk line, and it is especially suite 
‘fora triangular lot or a site in which 
ithe rear would overlook a boulevard, 
‘@ city park, or for a shallot lot on 
the lake front. 
| There is a certain formality about 
the design that stamps it essentially 
‘macity house planned to accommo- 
i@ite some entertaining, having the 
parlor, living room and dining rooms 
and foyer hall “en suite” like an 
apartment. The overall size of this. 
house, not including the porch exten- 
/ gions at rear, is about 34 by 38 feet. 
| The walls are built of gray Indiana 
‘imestone with the trim around the win- 
dows of the buff limestone. The rusti- 
‘gated stone base and stone quoins at 
‘corners have a tooled finisl: and the 
balance of the wall facing a rough 
igawed finish, excepting that the win- 
‘dow trim and central entrance feature 
_bave a smooth finish. 

This house looks a trifle bare in the 
Mlustration and would be greatly im- 
‘proved in homelike appearance by the 
‘planting of shrubbery around the 
foundation. 

The roof is of brownish red shingle 
‘tile or asbestos shingles of blended 
brown, red, and plum shades, con- 
-trasting with’the symmetrically placed 
‘massive gray stone chimney. 

All windows are metal casements 
fitted with leaded giass, giving the 


| house a most interesting appearance. 


, The end of each porch facing toward 
ithe front is shown enclosed for the 
wke of privacy, but these porches 


"au 


could readily be opened toward the 


street, if preferred, by the omission 
of the eni walls which fill the space 
between the house and piers at the 
cornet of the porch. These porches 
are treated more as loggias, but could 
readily be made wider and thus be 
enlarged considerably without detri- 
ment to the design, providing the 
width of the lot would permit of this 
enlargement. 

The space under the bay window in 
the second story is effectively utilized 
as an entrance porch which with bay 
window forms an unusually beauti- 
ful central feature on thefront ele- 
vation. The centrally located hall is 
entexsed from this porch through a 
vestibule. On the left of the vesti- 
bule is placed a coat closet lighted 
by a small window on the entrance 
porch. The space under the stairs on 
the opposite of the vestibule is uti- 
lized as a cold closet or a storage 
pantry off the kitchen. 

The hall connects with all the 
rooms, the parlor or drawing room be- 
ing so arranged that it can be shut off 
and serve as a library or for other 
private purposes. The vestibule and 
hall are paved with large square 
slabs of dark bluish gray limestone, 
laid in a diagona) pattern. 

There are fireplaces in all three 
first story rooms and in two bedrooms 
on the second story. The fireplace 
mantel and hearth in the living and 
dining rooms are of a silvery light 
xray Italian limestone.

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The wide sliding doors between the 
living and dining room permit these 
rooms to be thrown into one, and the 
open porch off the dining room could 
be inclosed or be changed to a con- 


servatory. 


Quite a pretentious stairway with 
a landing over the entrance porch 
leads to a square hall in the second 
story, the arrangement of bay window 
on the stair landing giving both a spa- 
cious effect to the second story and 
direct sunlight to the lower hall. 


The kitchen and serving pantry are 
conveniently arranged with a trades- 
man entrance at the side of the house. 
There is ample wall space in the 
kitchen for a sink, cupboards, work 
table, etc., and a hooded alcove is pro- 
vided for a range. 

The plan of the second story is ex- 
cellent. There are two good sized 
bedrooms with ample closets facing the 
rear or garden side and two fair 
sized bedrooms facing the front, all 
with cross ventilation; and there are 
two bathrooms, each connecting with 
a front and rear bedroom. 

A slight reduction In the size of the 


‘linen room would provide a closet for 


one of the front bedrooms. 

The two main bedrooms at the rear 
open on to two balconies or sleeping 
porches, 

There is a large unfinished attic over 
the entire main portion of the house 
reached by the enclosed service stairs, 
and the roof is of a sufficiently steep 
pitch to permit the placing of a maid’s 
bedroom and bath, or even two moder- 
ately sized bedrooms and bath in this 
attic, leaving sufficient attic storage 
space for trunks; or the entire left 
half of the attic could be finished as a 
large playroom for children. 

By a little rearrangement of the 
plan, grading the lot for a sunken 
driveway along the kitchen side of the 
house, a garage for a small car could 
be located at the basement level under 
the porch off the dining room. 

This house presents a substantial and 
Strikingly handsome appearance and, 
while distinctively foreign in type, it 
is one of those types that tends to 
grow in one’s favor upon closer ac- 
quisitionship, and is'a house that may 
be depended upon to serve’ as an ideal 
semi-suburban home, large enough for 
modest entertaining, but not too large 
for everyday use by the small Ameri- 
can family.

PASTRIES. 

T requires generalship to make puff 
paste. You get your materials to- 
gether, then let them stand and 
ccol their toes. You mass them, and 

you string them out, and then you re- 
peat, while sometimes they march 
{are rolled] away from you so that 
you observe their profiles. 

Is it easy for men to keep step, and 
in a perfectly straight line? Perfectly 
easy, after they are trained to it, 
but watch them before they are. They 
skew off and skew in, and ave now 
ragged at the edges, and now hooped in 
the middle. That is what happens to 
pastry when the amateur tries to roll 
it, and keep it at the same time a 
perfect square. To keep it so is what 
is necessary in making puf paste, and 
there are six rollings to be made if 
you would have a pastry that will 
make a fine deep hole of a shallow one, 
as it is baked for patty shells (patés). 


Working Pastes. 


The slight but perfect working is 
the greatest business in making any 
pastry, whether it is a simple one for 
pie crusts, tarts, cookies, ornamental 
cuts for garnishing meat pies or plain 
meat, or what not. The penalty, or one 
of them, for imperfect work is an 
uneven surface, a patty with a slanting 
top, a pie top with humps, and so 
forth, 


Baking Puff Paste. 

‘The cook books, nearly all, tell us 
that the baking of puff paste is as im- 
portant as the rolling. Mary Ronald 
says: “The oven must be very hot, 
with the gré@atest heat at the bottom, 
@o that the paste may rise before it . 
begins to brown; therefore, put it in 
the bottom of the oven and lay a paper 
on the shelf for a few minutes. Do 
not open the door for the first five min- 
utes. It is essential to have the oven 
extremely hot. It must not, however, 
scorch the paste.” 

Miss Farmer says that while it is ris- 
ing it is often necessary to decrease the 
. heat of the hot oven and to turn the 
pan. Then s says: “ When it has 
risen its full ght, slip a pan under 
the sheet on which paste is baking to 
prevent burning on the bottom. Puff 
paste should be baked on a tin sheet 
covered with a double thickness of 
brown paper, or a dripping pan can be 
used lined with brown paper.” 

Formulas. 


Miss Farmer’s formula for puff paste 
reads: “One pound butter, one pound 
pastry flour or fourteen ounces of 
bread flour, cold water.” For her 
recipe, headed “quick puff pastry,” 
the formula reads: “One cup bread 
flour, one tablespoon lard, seven- 
eighths cup butter, cold water.” 

Item No. 1, in the great Escoffier’s 
recipe, reads: .“ Sift one pound of flour 
on to the mixing board. Make a hollow 
‘Gn it, and put therein one-third ounce 
of table salt and about one-half pint 
of cold water, and mix without knead- 
ing. Mass the paste together, and let 
it rést for twenty minutes, that it may 
Jose its elasticity, which will be all the 
more pronounced for its having been 
Very much worked. It is to avoid this 
elasticity, therefore, that the mixjng of 
the puff paste should be effected with 
the smallest amount of kneading pos- 
sible.” 

Condition of the Ingredients. 

After his description of how to ma- 
nipulate puff paste, for which opera- 
tion we may make long preparation, 
- $n order to know what we are really 
about when we get to work, Escoffier 
has: 

“ Remarks pelative to ‘puff paste: 
Good puff paste should be buttered te 
the extent of one pound per qne anda 
half pounds—that is, one pound of byt- 
ter for every one pound of flour mixed 
with one-half pint of water. The con- 
sistence of the paste and the butter 
ghould be exactly the same, if they are 
to be evenly mixed; the butter ought, 
therefore, to be softeneu—more par- 
ticularly in winter. 

“In preparing puff paste, remember 
to put it in a cool place while if is 
resting; but never directly upon ice, 
for though the ice would not affect the 
paste it. might seriously affect the but- 


“It would harden it to the extent of 
preventing its perfect mixture with 
the mass, and lumps would form. Puff 
paste should be rolled out regularly, 
with the view of thoroughly distribut- 
ing the butter throughout the prepara- 
tion, and thus insuring its uniform ris- 


ing. 

“Puff paste should not be worked 
too speedily, for, if it be so worked, it 
will be found to acquire an elasticity 
which not only makes it difficult to cut 
up but also tends to make it shrink in 
the baking.” 

Escoffier’s Method. 

From my own experience I should 
gay that slightly softening the butter 
Was a good plan, but Mary Ronald 
works the butter, then puts it on ice, 
uses ice water, chills paste, and so 
forth, as do many other makers of 
puff paste. On the making of pastes 
Mrs. Rorer says: “Have everything, 
including yourself, cool.” If there is 
any secret to buccess outside of skill 
perhaps that is what it is, an unfiur- 
ried approach to what I consider far 
_ from an easy bit of work. 

Spread the prepared paste on a flour 
@usted board, in the shape of an even 
galette [cake]. Spread thereon one 
pound of softened butter, without com- 
pletely covering the paste; draw the 
edges of the paste toward the center, 


* 


in such wise as to inclose the butter - 


completely and to form a square thick- 
ness of paste. 

Leave to rest for a further ten min- 
utes, and then begin the working of 
the paste, rolling it out to the length 
of one and one-half feet and keeping 
it one inch thick. Fold this layer over 
thrice, and press! upon it with the 
roller so as to join the superimposed 
layers. 
constitutes one turn. 

“Begin another turn immediately, 
turning the paste the reverse way, and 
folding it as before. Set it to rest in 
the cool for eight or ten minutes, and 
then effect two more turns. 


“Ten minutes after the last two 


turns—there should be six in all—the 
puff paste is ready to be cut =D and 
used,” 

_ Mary Ronald’s Third Point. 

In her second point Mary Ronald 
says that it is impossible to tell how 
much water to use. She also gives a 
direction that might lead the amateur 
to work the paste too much. And here 
is her point three: “ Sprinkle the sla’, 
lightly with flour. Roll the cold paste 
into a square piece; place the cold but- 
ter in the center, and fold the paste 
over it, first from the sides, and then 
the ends, keeping the shape square,

‘ and folding so that the butter is com- 


pletely incased, and cannot escape 
from the folds when rolled. This must 
be absolutely guarded against at ali 
times, and can be prevented if the 
paste is rolled evenly and folded prop- 
erly.” 

Turn the folded side down, and with 


the rolling pin roll it lightly away from 
you into a long, narrow’ strip, 
it as even as possible. 
making three even layers of paste. 
This is called “giving it one turn”; then 


roll the folded strip again and fold as | 


before. 

This must be repeated until it has 
had ‘six turns, which is as many as 
it should receive to give it its greatesr 
lightness. After each turn, if it show» 
‘signs of softening, otherwise after 
each two turns, wrap the paste in a 
napkin, an@ place it in a pan, which 
should be placed between two other 
pane containing cracked ice, and ‘et 
it remain there twenty or thirty min- 
utes. | 

Great care must be_used in rolling 
the paste to keep the” edges even, so 
that the layers will be even, and to 
roll lightly and away from you, 80 as 
not to break the air bubbles which 
give the lightness to the paste. The 
rolling is made easier by lightly pound- 
ing as well as rolling the paste. After 
each folding press the edges gently 
with the rolling pin to shut in the 
air, and turn the paste so as to roll it 
in a different direction. 

The paste should slip on the slab. 
If it does not, it sticks, and must be 
put on the ice at once. When it has 
had six turns, cut it into the desired 
forms, and place it again on the ice 
for twenty to thirty minutes before 
putting it in the oven. The trimmings, 
put together and rolled, make a good 
bottom crust for tart bands, or a top 
crust for mince pie. 

Every little while I get requests for 
a recipe. It is expensive. It is un- 
wholesome, even at its best, when it 
melts on the tongue. The obese, who 
seem to like it best, might as well sign 
a Faustlike death warrant as to eat it, 
a warrant which ‘will be presented be- 
fore they have seen a reasonable num- 
ber of years of life, though, as in all 
eating wrongs, the influence is insid- 
ious. 

Perhaps it is because puff paste rep- 
resents the fanciest cooking of its kind 
that people want to make it. Or there 
may be no definable reason. They just 
do. But a conscientious person, I be- 
lieve, who is not in constant practice 
in making this fancy thing would nat- 
urally like to escape the responsibility 
as well as the work of telling anybody 
very ofteh how to do it, as I have 
escaped above. 

A Simple Sour Cream Paste. 

One-half cup of sugar, one-half cup 
of thick sour cream or home made 
cream cheese, one-half teaspoon salt, 
one cup or a little more of flour, in 
which sift one-half (scant) teaspoon of 
soda, and flavor. Beat the cream and 
blend it thoroughly with the sugar 
and salt, and then work the flour, sifted 
two or three iimes, into it, a part ata 
time. When stiff enough to roll pour 
out on to a floured board, gather to- 
gether quickly into a compact ball, flat- 


ten and lengthen a bit, divide into three | 


parts, and roll out each part into as 
thin a sheet as posvible before cutting 
it into forms. While one part is being 
rolled put the rest to chill. This simple 
paste may be manipulated so as to give 
the cook much experience helpful in 
harder tasks. 

One part of this may be cut into little 
rounds, sprinkled with sugar, and 
baked for twelve minutes in a medium 
hot oven. Always be careful not to 
allow these wafers to stay in after they 
begin to brown; for, being so thin, they 
darken all through too quickly. Usea 
spatula to lift, and place them on the 
bottom of an inverted tin. Remove the 
trimmings before lifting each piece. 
Notice how much more likely the first 
part rolled out and cooked without 
chilling is to’ have little folds than is 
the rest. 

One part of this may be cut out in 
little rounds and pressed on to the 
bottom of little individual pie tins and 
baked. These, when baked, may be 
used for various desserts. For instance, 
a@ peach may be cut fine into the slell 
and sugared, then whipped cream 
mounted on it. This makes a pretty 
dessert, and the crust will taste some- 
thing like, yet. better than, an ice 
cream cone, or a “gauffre,” and, if 
rolled out thin enough, will look like 
these as well. That is the task, the 


rolling it thin! You may try to grind it 
into the board. Wrong!

| Shoe Polish. _ 

Shoe polish is usually made up of 
color plus a soluble oil.

Peel had decided that a change would be necessary in the composition 
of the royal household; the queen must no longer be entirely surrounded 
by the wives and sisters of his opponents. When this matter was touched 
upon the queen had intimated that she wished her household to remain 
unchanged. The question was a complicated and subtle one, and it had never 
arisen before; but subsequent constitutional practioe has determined that a 
queen regnant must accede to the wishes of her prime minister as to the 
personnel of the female part of her household. :

Highway Builders 
Fear Effects of 
Small Propaganda 


BY J. L. JENKINS. 


OV. LEN SMALL’S manipulation 
of the 1921 Illinois highway pro- 
gram has become a matter of na- 
tional concern as the result of 

a bitter fight which recently tied up 
the gigantic improvement plans in 
Ohio and is. threatening to. hinder 
progress on important work in other 
states. 

According to engineers who are 
quietly investigating actual conditions 
fn Illinois for other state departments, 
political propaganda issued to excuse 
the local flasco this year, has been 
taken literally in distant sections of 
the country, although the facts in this 
state do no warrant even its consid- 
eration. 

After thoroughly checking ‘up the 
progress reports on Illinois jobs and 
inspecting the scattering contracts 
which the administration allowed to be 
awarded long after the building season 
began, one investigator has taken 
home’ a comprehensive report of the 
local situation.

Finds Apartment 


is Easiest Way

diamant no doubt about it; in 

spite of the 200 room house the 

Marshall Fields are reported to 

be planning for their Long island 
estate, big houses are going out of fash- 
ion. Even the very rich avoid them 
as a rule, dnd both in Europe and in 
this country they are becoming a drug 
on the market. 

Standards of living have been chang- 
ing materially in the last eight or ten 
years. The war was partly account- 
able for this, but not entirely, as the 
burden of a great establishment was 
realized by housekeepers and home 
makers even before 1914. 

One of the reasons for this tncreas- 
ing distaste for them was probably 
due to the continued improvement in 
city apartment buildings. When the 
problems of heating, of hot water serv- 
ice, of care of sidewalks and roofs, of 
cooling ice boxes, of washing windows, 
of putting in and taking out of win- 
dow screens, and all the many other 
details incident to city housekeeping 
were removed from the shoulders of 
householders, not to mention the elim- 
ination of stairs and the acquisition of 
@ greater sense of security, the con- 
test between the desirability of a house 
and an apartment in a big metropo- 
lis became one-sided. 


No Room for the Maid. 

An even stronger element in this 
evolution of the housing problem was 
that presented by the increasing dif- 
ficulties in the domestic department. 
The supply of this form of labor grew 
continually less, and as the supply 
diminished tts quality deteriorated and 
the wages rose. The situation even 
menaced the recently evolved form of 
home making achieved in apartment 
buildings, and has of recent years been 
driving families out of houses and flats 
into hotels, with ud very great advan- 
tage to family ltfe. 

Hundreds of small apartments are 


built with every modern convenience, 
~ exquisite bathrooms for each bedroom, 


vacuum cleaners, automatic ice boxes, 
gas stoves, disappearing beds, etc., but 
without a room for a maid, though the 
rentals are what a few years ago 
we would have considered exorBitant. 
The present world wide industrial de- 
pression may afford a temporary re 
lief, but the problem is ene which will 
be gradually solved probably by a dif- 
ferent order of housekeeping. Many 
new inventions and a changed stand- 
ard of living will combine to bring 
about this 


Division 4 Labor. 

We of this generation may not live 
to see the times, advocated by many 
reformers, when there will be central 
nurseries to which all the children of 
a neighborhood will be daily sent—big 
giass inclosed, sun deluged places 
where \the youngsters will be in the 
charge of women, highly trained and 
dedicated by an irresistible “call” to 
the profession; times when all house- 
work will be highly specialized, when 
one set of chambermaids will come 
through our up to date homes in 
the mornings and make the beds, while 
another set, educated in colleges, will 
dust and sweep hygienically, and a 
third will serve the perfectly cooked 
meals sent in from wonderfully organ- 
tzed community kitchens. 

This division of labor will leave the 
mother of the family so little to do 
that she will undoubtedly be driven 
by that force which lies deep within 
the human race making for progress 
to take entire charge of politics, to 
the purification of many dark places, 
and the expediting of many a needed 
reform. We may not live to see this 
changed order. Perhaps few of us 
would want to. To the benighted in- 
habitants of the earth in the present 
wasteful, foolishly improvident, and 
badly managed times it presents a 
picture of unutterable dullness and per- 
fection. ‘But it is not impossible that 
something not unlike this picture is 
on the way to be achieved in an era 
still remote. When it comes human- 
ity will be already adjusted to it. 

Life is a continual process of ad- 
justment of the individua) to environ- 
ment. Many of us fondly think that 
the chief business of modern man is 
to adjust environment to mankind, 
but the searcher after truth, who sees 
Geeper and farther than the man in 
the street, realizes that old Dame Na- 
ture has the say-so as far as we are 
concerned, and that our successful 
progress has been directed by natural 
conditions that favor us.

Released by the Bolshevikt. 

We have most of us been following 
the fortunes of Mrs. Marguerite Har- 
rison, the American newspaper corre- 
spondent who was recently released 
from a Russian prison by the soviet 
government. She was a Baltimore 
belle in her youth, the daughter of/ 
well known people, Mr. and Mrs. Ber-} 
nard N. Baker. Her father was pres!- 
dent of the Atlantic Transport com- 
pany and latér of the Baltimore Trust 
company. He was a well to do man 


So well to do, in fact, that he was 
able to fit out and give to the English 
government a hospitala ship to use in 
the Boer war in South Africa, about 
the year 1900. This was accepted by 
the British government, and a band 
of prominent society women, including 
the late Lady Randoiph Churchill] and 
headed by Princess Beatrix of Batten- 
berg [Mount Batten they call them- 
selves now], went out to help nurse 
the wounded Tommies. There were 
gay doings ag well as nursing on the 
ship, and the enterprise attracted much 
attention at the time. It was one of 
the first examples of American interest 


of other nations, a state of mind which 
found its fullest expression during the 
late war. 


Mr. Baker died almost penniless, 
possibly partly in consequence of this 
gift, and his daughter, who had mar- 
ried Thomas Harrison, found herself, 
at the subsequent death of her hus-| 
band, with no means for the support 
of herself and her child. She took up 
newspaper work, and it was in the 
course of this that she experienced her 
unusual and unpleasant Russian adven- 
ture.

Sun- 
set at Montclair,’ by Inness, with its 
deep tints and soft shadows, has the 
poetic beauty that may escape four 
childish minds while it lays hold upon 
a fifth. There are two winter land- 
scapes'in this group: ‘I ound,’ by 
Metcalf, where a deep , at freez- 
ing point, rests at the foot of ‘evergreen 
crowned .rocks; the other‘ A French 
Village Under Snow,’ by Francois, one 
of the three color etchings selected for 
this special collection. The other two 
etchings are ‘A Road in France,’ by 
Raoul Serré, and a fascinating gMimpse 
of Bruges, by Levé. 


“No slight value attaches to these 
pictures of foreign life and of foreign 
cities. With the help of skillful, sym- 
pathetic teaching, they should be a 
means of culture as well as of pleasure 
i he children. Of such interest, in. 

are they that we have placed 
here two other scenes of this kind, 
one a Venetian palace with the canal 
at its foot by Ricco, the other Oliver 
Dennett Grover’s ‘June Morning on 
Lake Orta,’ both silent witnesses to the 
poetic beauty. and the .compellifig 
charm of Italy. . 

“ We believe that a-large proportion 
of pictures in any collection for city 
schools should be out of door scenes. 
The two in this group that do not ap- 
peal to the children through their love 
for the open air are calculated to in- 
terest them in widely different ways. 
One, Elizabeth Nourse’s “ Mother and 
Children,” touches the child in the sim 
plest, tenderest way. The other is a 
colored Copley print of the decorative 
painting, by Violet Oakley, called the 
“ Drafting of the Constitution.” In it 
we have excellent portraits of the 
stately Washington, the astute Frank- 
lin, and the brilliant Hamilton, with 
all of whom we want our children to 
become acquainted. It is a fine 
position, teaching a lesson, not only 
of history, but also of petriptism and 
of service.

“ These Site pictures should 


make six distinct appeals to the chil- 


dren. They should speak of the tender- 
ness of human relations, the dignity 
of homely, every day life and effort, 
the great onward march of history, the 
stillness and sof\ splendor of nature, 
the mystery of the sea, the interest of 
other countries, and, best of all, the 
value of noble conceptions nobly 
wrought.” 

Other items from the bulletin make 
interesting reading. For example, from 
the fund established in memory of 
Juliet Wise, who was president of the 
Jochannah lodge at the time of the 
founding of its first 16an collection of 
color fac simfles,; he Jochannah lodge 
is giving this ye 
chase of pictures i its second loan 
collection, begun last year in the Spal- 
ding School for CrippledChildren. This 
gift was made possible by a member of 
the lodge, who recently, in memory of 
her husband, gave a generous contribu- 
tion tothe Juliet Wise fund. 

At the exhibition of Artists of Chi- 
cago ahd Vicinity, held last spring at 
the Art institute, four oil paintings 
were purchaséd and presented to the 
society, to be hung in tbe public 
schools. The two Fine A Building 
Purchase prize pictures, “ Tangling 
Branches” and “Springtime,” both by 
Leon Roecker, are to hang in the social 
room of the new Lindblom Technical 
High school, on Lincoln street. The 
E. B. Butler Purchase prize picture, 
“From the Elevated,” by William B. 
Owen Jr., is already hung with pride In’ 
the Chicago Normal college, where the 
artist’s father is principal. The Mrs. 
Julius Rosenwald Purchase prize pic- 
ture, “ The Circus,” by A. Loo Mat- 
thews,-is to be hung in the Budlong 
school, on Foster avenue. 

This society was a pioneer in urging 
that eighth grade pupils be taken to the 
Art instityte at regular intervals. In 
fact, it made all the arrangements for 
the gallery tours until the institute 


finally took over the work. Now/ 


throughout school year groups of 
forty eighth grade pupils, four from 
one school of each of the ten districts, 
meet at the institute for six consecu- 
tive Saturday mornings.

This 
genuine and unaffected response to the 
effort made by the institute to,give of 
its wealth to the ,youngsters proves 
that “art appeals to children, because 
it is a good enchanter, leading to fairy 
land, or whithersoever the spirit list- 
eth.” 

There is inthe bulletin a further ac- 
count of one or two other schools, but 
the context of each story varies in 
detail only from the account of the 
Bell school. In each case the coming 
of the pictures proves an inspiration 
to the children. And their reaction te 
the paintings proves the importance of 
the presence of worth while pictures in 
the school. This movement ig one 
which should grow in strength and pur 
pose from year to year. It is one step 
in municipal development of which 
every one may be proud. The more 
members the society gains,“the greater 
the work it can do.
